Request for Continued Examination 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. The 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/14/05 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 1 1-19, 21, 30, 31, 33-38, 41-50, 52 and 62 are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of the independent claims 
could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The subject matter not found was 
a method "to provide ventricular pacing in response to an identified second one of the at least 
two different types of supraventricular tachycardia" (claim 1) / "to provide ventricular pacing if a 
fast atrial flutter is identified as occurring" (claims 14 and 44) / "to provide". . . "a ventricular 
pacing therapy to the heart for a second type of regular supraventricular tachycardia (claim 30) / 
"to provide ventricular pacing for an identified fast atrial flutter (claim 62)", in combination with 
the other elements of the claims. The best prior art found, US 6212428 to Hsu et al., teaches 
detecting ventricular tachycardia and supraventricular tachycardia, but does not teach "to provide 
ventricular pacing in response to an identified second one of the at least two different types of 
supraventricular tachycardia" (claim 1) / "to provide ventricular pacing if a fast atrial flutter is 
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identified as occurring" (claims 14 and 44) / "to provide".., "a ventricular pacing therapy to the 
heart for a second type of regular supraventricular tachycardia (claim 30) / "to provide 
ventricular pacing for an identified fast atrial flutter (claim 62)".
